NEUTRAL POLICY

Sofia, Bulgaria, Wednesday, Sept- 8, 


via Berlin and London, Sept. 10.— 
"Bulgaria's position is now good and 
the outlook for the future is 
favor- 
able," said Premier Vazil Rodoslav- 
off, in an interview today with the 
Associated Press correspondent, and 
he added: 
"It is improbable that Greece and 


Serbia will adopt a joint policy ot 
guarding Bulgaria." 
The premier expressed the hope that 


all political parties in Bulgaria, es- 
pecially the Agrarians, would support 
the government in a wholehearted 
manner in its efforts to achieve 
the 


national ideals. 
He also declared the Bulgarian peo- 


ple were ready to meet the situation 
caused by the international crisis and 
that economic conditions in the coun- 
try were excellent. 


"Our government 
is engaged in 


negotiations with the entente powers 
regarding concessions on the part of 
Serbia," he continued. "While these 
.negotiations are in progress, it is ut- 
terly absurd to talk of an attack by 
Bulgaria on Serbia, as is predicted in 
some quarters. To do so might result 
in a catastrophe for Bulgaria. 


"Our government is negotiating also 


with the central powers with the aim 
of obtaining the best results of the 
national cause. The fact that Bul- 
garia is treating with tooth groups of 
belligerents is quite In

with the desire of our government1 and 
of the opposition '

Sweeping Opinion Uendered by Atty-

sands of persons employed on public 
work for the state, its counties, cit- 
ies and other sub-divisions come un- 
der the eight-hour law and cannot be 
required to work for a longer period 
than that for a day's work, so At- 
torney General Turner holds in a 
sweeping opinion given this after- 
noon to the state bureau of account- 
ing.This ruling is of considerable im- 
portance in the large cities of the 
state where a vast amount of public 
work is carried on Persons employ- 
ed as street sweepers, or in the re- 
pair or construction of streets, and 
those employed m the operation of 
any public utility are among those 
whom the attorney general specific- 
ally holds come under the scope of 
the law. 
The 
constitutional 
amendment 


making eight hours a day's work on 
public work became effective Jan- 
1, 1913, but according to the attor- 
ney general, there was no penalty for 
failure to comply with its provisions 
until July 1, 1915, when a law en- 
acted by the legislature two years 
ago providing a penalty went into ef- 
fect. 
This provides a fine of not 


more than |500, and imprisonment 
of not more than six months, or both, 
for disregarding its mandate.

circumstances had 
arisen

n his attitude. It is a matter of no 
ordinary significance that a seeming 
crisis in the international affairs of 
he country did not, apparently, af- 
ect in the slightest his general posi- 
ion with regard to preparedness. In 
his connection it is very much to 
he point that a passage in his ad- 
dress to Congress last December on 
he defense question shall be quoted. 
'I turn away from the subject," he

'It is not new. There is no 


new need to discuss it. 
We shall 


not alter our attitude toward it be- 
muse some amongst us are nervous 
and excited. We shall

sensibly agree upon a policy of de- 
'ense. The question has not changed 
ts aspects because the times are not 
normal. 
Our policy will not be for 


an occasion. It will be conceived as 


permanent and settled thing, which 


ve -will pursue at all seasons, with- 
out haste and after a fashion per- 
fectly consistent with the peace of

There is no land famine in the 


United States, 
notwithstanding the 


elimination of 11,200,000 acres from 
the public domain during the past 
year. The annual report of the com- 
missioner of the general land office 
just issued, shows that 279,544,404 
acres are "unappropriated and unre- 
served." 
Of this area 172,987,912 


acres are surveyed. The land avail- 
able for homesteaders referred to in 
the report is distributed throughout 
25 states, and in addition there are 
300,000,000 
acres 
available 
in 


Alaska. 
While the cheapest land is 


that offered to settlers, it does not 
appear that any one who wants a few 
acres in the oldest states will 
find 


difficulty in obtaining it from indi- 
vidual owners at reasonable prices 
It might be said that the cost of mov- 
ing a family beyond the Mississippi 
will go a long ways toward paying 
for a farm in any of the New England 
states. East of the Hudson thousands 
of acres arc awaiting tenants as buy- 
ers. The Eastern man of ordinary In- 
dustry and thrift is not obliged to 
travel one or two thousand miles to 
find cheap land.—Providence Jour- 
nal.

Recalling Time When Men Were 


Prey of Huge Birds. 


[Associated Press Correspondence] 
Constantinople, Sept. 
10. — Al- 


though the Turkish soldier is hard- 
ened to artillery, machine-gun 
and 


ride flre, he is still so terrorized by 
the aeroplane that thfy mere sight of 
one sends him to cover. 


The fear of the flying machine is 


due, of course, to the effect of the 
-bombs and darts that are thrown by 
the aviators, but there are psycholo- 
gists among the 
Turkish 
officers 


who maintain that the fear of the 
man-bird largely arises from the fact 
that men still carry the 
"bloody 


memory," as revolutionists call it, of 
the days when human beings were 
the prey of huge winged creatures. 


But the aeroplane bomb has quali- 


ties of its own to make it a fearful 
thing. 
Unlike the artillery projec- 


tile, it 
has no trajectutal 
curve, 


against which cover can easily 
be 


obtained. 
In addition, although the 


scatter area of either the aeroplane 
bomb or the steel darts is small, it 
is in the form of a complete circle 
while the scatter area of the artil- 
lery projectile lies almost 
straight- 


forward of the explosion. For this 
reason, an infantry position that is 
•well protected against the 
artillery 


and small arms fire is still open to 
attack from above. 


Another factor that makes the aer- 


oplane bomb feared is that it con- 
tains high explosives" of a sort that 
cannot be employed in artillery am- 
munition, owing to their great sus- 
teptibihty to shook. 
Most of 
the 


British and French aeroplane shells 
dropped on the Gallipoh Peninsula 
contain nitro-glycerine, a mixture of 
nitro-glycerine and cellulose, the two 
making an explosive that is 98 per 
cent pure, which, in other words, is 
all converted into heat with the ex- 
ception of about two per cent. 


The shattering effect of this ex- 


plosive upon the steel shell of the 
bomb is terrific. At its best the or- 
dinary artillery shell flies into but a 
small number of fragments, but the 
aeroplane bomb is shattered 
com- 


pletely. Its fragments usually show 
edges that are as sharp as that of a 
razor, and wounds caused by them 
are deep lacerations. 


The aeroplane 
bomb "splinter" 


lias a shattering effect upon small 
bones, hut hitting a large 
bone it 


will firmly imbed itself 
The artil- 


lery projectile fragment hardly ever 
does this. The wounds caused by it 
are as a rule fatal or easily cured, 
while those caused by the aeroplane 
bomb are what surgeons term "vic- 
ious " While the artillery "splinter", 
owing to an absence of great velocity 
at mean distances, 
takes a 
direct 


course in making a wound, the aeri- 
al bomb fragment, because of 
its 


smallness, shape, sharp 
edges and 


greater velocity, literally plows a zig- 
?ag route through the human body 
Were it not that the Roentgen rays 
make the location of the fragment 
possible, the mortality from the ef- 
fects of 
aeroplane 
bomb wounds 


would be appallingly great.

children were satisfied with an in- 
discriminate phalanx of, red coats, 
German Hussars, and Cossacks, 
the 


nursery now must be equipped uni- 
formly with unbroken lines of sol- 
diers, with the child's favorite always 
predominating in strength 
of 
men 


and guns. If there is any class in 
'Holland that has entirely ignored the 
neutrality stand, it is the children,-who 
In the toy shops exhibit their prefer- 
ences. The toy dealer has more than 
ever become a diplomat. 
In Rotterdam it is very noticeable 


that the toy shop generally displays 
.German soldiers, while in Amsterdam, 
it is the French and British which are 
shown. In the matter of naval toys 
children also have marked prefer- 
ences, with Rotterdam windows dis- 
playing the German colors on Dread- 
noughts an'd torpedo boats, 
while 


Amsterdam windows cater to the sen- 
timent there by giving the Franco- 
British allies the better show.

street. These descriptions were part 
of an alarm sent today throughout 
the city. 


After questioning Owney 
Talas, 


the hall-boy who admitted that he 
let the three robbers enter the Nich- 
als* home, the po'nce have devoted 
their greatest efforts to finding Ar- 
thur Waltersen, a young man who 
preceded Talas in his present posi- 
tion and recommended Talas to Mrs. 
Nichols when he left 
her employ- 


ment. 
They believe that Waltersen 


was head of the conspiracy to rob the 
wealthy widow. 
Talas asserts that 


when he admitted the three men he 
had no idea they would use violence 
in the accomplishment of their ob- 
ject. 


Mrs. 
Nichols had a passion for 


gems and wore a small fortune in 
diamonds and pearls and other pre- 
cious stones with all her costumes. 
The police have discovered that this 
custom of MYs". 'Nichols was a subject 
of talks in resorts frequented by men 
they are now trying to arrest.
